In  191 3  thirty-two  of  us  gradu- 
ated from  Fredericksburg  State  Normal 
School.  Fifty  years  later  seven  returned 
to  our  Alma  Mater. 

In  191 1  the  Glass  of  19 13  rode  in 
Mr.  Hilldrup's  horse-drawn  hack  from 
the  depot  to  the  college  on  Marye's 
Heights.  There  were  two  buildings  on 
the  campus — one  finished  building, 
Frances  Willard,  and  Monroe,  still  with 
scafTolding  around  it.  The  tennis  courts 
were  where  Virginia  now  stands. 

In  Frances  Willard,  lived  the  teach- 
ers, students,  and  officials,  with  the 
exception  of  the  president.  Our  dining 
room  and  the  offices  of  the  Dean  were 
on  the  first  floor.  The  bedrooms  and 
teachers'  suites  were  on  the  second  and 
third  floor.

At  this  reunion  Miss  Minor  realized 
her  long  cherished  dream  of  a  Home- 
coming with  no  registration  fee.

As  tokens  of  the  Association's  affec- 
tion and  appreciation  of  their  services, 
Kathleen  Goodloe,  Past  President,  pre- 
sented a  charm  bracelet  to  Mary  A. 
Klinesmith  Kelly,  former  Faculty  Ad- 
visor, and  a  tie  tac  to  Edgar  E.  Wood- 
ward, the  Bursar. 

Alumnae  College  met  in  DuPont  little 
theater  immediately  following  the  lunch- 
eon. Class  reunions,  a  buffet  supper  at 
Brompton,  and  the  increasingly  popular 
Open  House  at  Spotswood  completed 
Saturday's  activities. 

On  Sunday,  288  graduates,  the  largest 
graduating  class  in  MWC  history,  heard 
the  baccalaureate  sermon  by  Dr.  Dun- 
can Howlett,  minister  of  All  Souls  Uni- 
tarian Church,  Washington,  D.  C. 
President  of  UVa,  Edgar  F.  Shannon, 
Jr.  was  speaker  at  the  afternoon  graduat- 
ing exercises. 

YOUR  ALMA  MATER 
AND  ITS  PURPOSE 

Alumnae  College  featured  a  panel  dis- 
cussion, "Your  Alma  Mater  in  1963," 
moderated  by  Chancellor  Simpson. 
Three  members  of  the  administration 
and  four  students  discussed  various  as- 
pects of  the  college  program  in  relation 
to  the  Statement  of  Purpose  of  the 
college. 

This  statement,  formally  approved  by 
the  faculty  on  May  8,  1961,  says,  in  part, 
"As  a  liberal  arts  college,  Mary  Wash- 
ington stands  firmly  in  the  tradition  that 
a  broad  education  in  the  arts,  the 
sciences,  and  the  humanities,  comple- 
mented by  intensive  study  in  a  particu- 
lar field  of  interest,  is  a  most  appropriate 
preparation  for  life  and  citizenship.  .  .  . 
It  recognizes  the  importance  of  the  in- 
quiring mind,  the  significance  of  aesthe- 
tic sensitivity  and  the  necessity  of 
individual  and  corporate  responsibility 
.  .  .  and  is  pledged  to  the  selection  of  a 
qualified  student  body.  .  .  ." 

Admissions  Director  Michael  Houston 
and  Anne  McCallum  '64,  spoke  on  en- 
trance requirements  and  the  emphasis 
now  placed  on  high  academic  records 
for  admission  to  MWC.  Anne  reviewed 
HS  work  which  helped  her  most  in  col- 
lege— English,  math,  sciencCj  and  basic 


language  courses.  She  cited  the  need  of 
.sufficient  maturity  to  adjust  to  dormitory 
life,  a  sincere  desire  to  attend  MWC, 
and  a  belief  in  the  Statement  of  Purpose. 

Dean  Edward  Alvey,  Jr.  and  Nancy 
LaPrade  '63,  discussed  the  ways  in 
which  the  academic  program  has  been 
strengthened — by  new  courses,  more 
work  in  major  fields,  seminars,  honors 
programs,  independent  study,  reading 
programs,  a  larger  faculty,  harder  work 
required  of  the  students,  an  improved 
library,  the  work  of  faculty  on  academic 
policies,  and  added  requirements  for 
graduation. 

Dean  of  Students  Margaret  Hargrove 
and  Kathy  Friedman  '63,  considered 
student  life  at  MWC,  speaking  of  the 
student's  need  of  "freedom  and  respon- 
sibility," the  counselling  program,  the 
social  life,  mixed  dorms,  the  provision 
of  an  intellectual  background  by  lec- 
tures, concerts,  etc.,  and  the  develop- 
ment of  individual  and  group  responsi- 
bility. 

Linda  Gulnac  '63,  talked  about  the 
purpose  of  the  Alumnae  Association  and 
the  work  of  the  '63  class  agents  in  inter- 
preting the  association  to  the  class. 
When  recent  graduates  become  settled 
she  believes  they  will  want  to  help  to 
strengthen  the  bond  between  the  college 
and  alumnae.  She  spoke  of  the  mean- 
ing of  the  looth  Day  Tea  at  Spotswood 
and  of  her  experiences  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Alumnae 
Council. 

A  question  period  closed  the  session 
with  queries  concerning  curriculum, 
libraries  in  dorms.  Phi  Beta  Kappa, 
counselling,  and  comprehensive  exams.

ALUMNAE  FUND 
TOPS  $10,000 

Irene  Lundy  Brown,  chairman  of  the 
1962-63  Annual  Giving  Campaign  Com- 
mittee, reports  that  by  the  end  of  June 
1 ,269  persons  had  contributed  $  i  o,  1 2 1 .80 
to  the  Alumnae  Fund.  This  gratifying 
response  to  the  first  year  of  annual  giv- 
ing made  it  possible  to  attain  the  three 
main  objectives  of  the  campaign. 

1.  To  meet  operating  expenses  and 
continue  sending  the  Alumnae  News  to 
the  entire  mailing  list.  The  Spring  issue 
of  the  News  was  increased  to  16  pages, 
plus  an  insert,  and  plans  for  the  coming 
year  include  publication  of  two  16  page 
issues. 

2.  To  replenish  the  $5,000  Scholar- 
ship Fund  given  to  the  college  in  June 
1961,  and  to  increase  it  whenever  pos- 
sible. 

3.  To  establish  a  Chancellor's  Un- 
restricted Fund,  to  be  used  for  unpre- 
dictable needs  of  the  college. 

Goals  No.  2  and  3  were  attained 
when,  at  the  Homecoming  luncheon, 
Mrs.  Brown  presented  a  check  for 
$2,500  to  Chancellor  Simpson.  One 
part  of  this  gift,  $1,600,  is  designated 
for  the  establishment  of  a  Chancellor's 
Unrestricted  Fund  and  $900  is  to  re- 
plenish the  Scholarship  Fund.  The  fol- 
lowing awards  have  been  made  from  that 
fund: 

To  Sarah  Lacy  Powell  '62,  $250  for 
graduate  study  at  Columbia;  to  Anne 
Everett  '65,  Carolyn  Hawker  '64,  and 
Abigail  Donald  '65,  tuition  scholarships 
of  $50  each,  for  one  month's  study  at 
the  Art  Students  League;  and  to  Wendy 
Shadwell  '63,  a  $500  graduate  fellow- 
ship in  English  at  either  Columbia  or  U 
of  Chicago. 


The  Fund  returns  also  made  it  po.s- 
sible  to  waive  the  Homecoming  regis- 
tration fee  for  the  first  time  and  to  ac- 
quire a  set  of  mailing  plates,  arranged 
by  classes,  to  supplement  the  geographic 
file. 

It  has  been  clearly  shown  that  alum- 
nae prefer  voluntary  giving  to  a  dues 
paying  program.    In  1961-62  only  4.9% 


of  those  on  the  mailing  list  paid  annual 
dues  ($1,265)  while  in  the  first  year  of 
annual  givig  19.1%  of  the  list  contrib- 
uted $10,121.80.
